TAIHOKU, Formosa, April 22 
—More than 3000 are dead and at 
least 8030 are reported injured 
in the earthquake which struck 
here yesterday, completely dem- 
olishing thousands of flimsily con- 
structed shacks which are the on- 
ly living quarters afforded mil- 
lions of native Formosans, vic- 
tims of inhuman Japanese explot f 


tation. 
Approximately 12,000 “homes” 
were destroyed and 15,000 dam- 


aged. More than 20,000 are home- 


less, wandering the Wevastated 
countryside, unable to get food 
or medical care, while the few 


available doctors give first consid- 
eration to the Japanese masters. 
The Japanese controlled territori- 
al government has voted the very 
moderate amount of $4,480,000 to 
take care of the workers and to 
start “rehabilitation.”

The estimated population of the 
island, which the Japanese secur- 
ed in 1895, is 4,000,000 of which 
but 52,000 are Japanese. The Jap- 
anese are paid from 30 to 40 per 
cent more than the natives, who

Vandergriff, Lobbyist Pay-off Man, Says Oil 
Firm and Governor Gave Truckers $16,150 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 23.— 
Confirmation of charges made by 
the Communist Party at the No 
vember elections last year to the 
effect that Merriam bought his 
way into the governor’s mansion 
were made today when it was re- 
vealed tHat Merriam gave $15,000 
to the Independent Truck Owners’ 
Association for “campaign pur- 
poses.” 

The Truck Owners returned 
$1200 which had been given them 
by the Haight machine in order to 
accept the larger Merriam bribe. 
These facts were brought out in 
Superior Judge Graham’s court. in 
a case involving Nathan J. Elliot 
of the Truck Owners who was a 
central figure in the recent lobby- 


ist expose: at the State Legis- 
lature. 

Elliot is being sued by his for- 
mer wife for $750 back alimony 
and $800 in unsettled bills. An 
affidavit filed by F. Grady Vande- 
griff, treasurer for the truckmen, 
states the I. T. O. received the 
$15,000 as a gift from the Mer- 
riam campaign fund between Oc- 
tober 8 and November 2 last year. 
In addition, the document states, 
the truckmen received $1150 from 
the Richfield Oil Company for 
use in the Merriam campaign. 

Vandergriff stated that “large 
sums” were spent by the asso- 
ciated in a state-wide Merriam 
campaign,’all on the orders of the 
association directors.

1000 Cheer As 
Students Demand 
Reinstatement 


STUDENTS REFUSE TO SIGN 
PLEDGES OF BD. OF 
EDUCATION 


LOS ANGELES, April 22.— 
Six militant young anti-war strik- 
ers exposed the American brand 
of Fascism which controls the 
city school system at a_ hearing 
here before the Board of Educa- 
tion. The Board was hooted and 
jeered by a thousand indignant 
parents and sympathizers. 

The students, permitted as a 
ba ace to address the Board 

Education before, being des- 
participating in the 
student strike against war and 
fascim on April 12, indicted the 
school administration's support of 
militarism. 

All six were suspended and 
have been threatened with expul 
sion unless they sign written state 
ments that they will abide by all 
the*petty rules and regulations of 
the school system which the board 
members said were more import- 
ant than fighting war and fascism. 

All -six have indicated that they 
will refuse to sign the statements. 

They are Kenneth Jampol, Eu- 
gene Droginsky, Margaret I.amb 
and Hyman Hoffman of I.os An- 
yeles Junior College, Bernice Gal- 
lagher of John Marshall High 
School, and Harold Breger of 
Fairfax High School.

This move was squashed 
by the rank arid file delegates and the Federation is getting a 
good start as an organization controlled by the marine workers 
themselves and free of the labor fakers who ride herd on most 
of the marine unions. ~ 

The important thing is to keep the Federation. clean of the | 
shipowners’ open or secret agents. 

Wherever the rank and file of any union or organization 
gains democratic control and seats its own men in office, the |

1. The movement for May Day was begun in 1884 through the 
Federation of Organized Tr2des and Labor Unions of the U. S. A. 
and Canada, later known under the name of American Federation of 


Labor. 


2. The central issue was the fight for the 8-hour day. The fourth 
convention of the A. F. of L. set the perspective of having the 8 hour 


day legally established beginning May 1, 


1886. 


3. William H. Sylvis was one of the first genuine trade union 


leaders of America. He headed the National Labor Union, formed by | 


the delegates of about 60 unions in 1866. At that time Sylvis was 
leading a struggle for the eight hour day.

7. To begin with the organization of Mdy Day was left to the 
discretion of the different national locals of the International. Second- 
ly, they substituted picnics and outings for demonstrations and 


strikes. 


Thirdly, they began a movement to hold May: Day cele- 


brations on the Sunday nearest May Day—this naturally meant that 


no strike action would take place.
